—A protest against the order of the 
New York board of health in declar­ 
ing an em bargo on poultry shipm ents 
to New York City from six states in­ 
cluding Missouri, was sent to the New 
York board late this afternoon by 
Jew ell Mayes, secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculutre.

Board of A griculture”, the telegram 
read, “perm it me as Secretary to file 
this protest against em bargoing Mis­ 
souri live poultry, 
Please reply giv­ 
ing 
your reasons 
why, also stating 
names o-f scientific authorities decid­ 
ing there 
is 
pestilential 
disease in 
poultry 
shipm ents 
from 
Missouri. 
Also name of disease and its effect. 
Conditions in Missouri do not seem 
to w 'arrant your embargo. 
W hat 
is 
your judgm ent as to w hether this is 
tem porary or perm anent?” 
A telegram declaring th at the em ­ 
bargo placed by the New York Board 
of Health against live poultry ship­ 
m ents 
from 
eight states, including 
Missouri, wa* ordered because poul­ 
try received fom these «tate* was su f­ 
fering 
from 
a 
disease resem bling 
“ European chicken plague” , was re­ 
ceived 
this 
afternoon 
by the state 
board 
of agriculture 
from 
H ealth 
Commissioner Frank J. M onaghan of 
New York 
City. 
Monoghan stated 
the length of time the em bargo would 
be in effect was indefinite. 
His telegram follows: 
“ We reg ret exceedingly that it has 
been necessary for New York City to 
place an em bargo against 
chickens 
from certain states. The chief veteri- 
ntH an of this departm ent, 
in con­ 
junction w ith the rsearch laboratory 
of this departm ent finds that a large 
percentage of the chickens entering 
New York, coming from the states j 
th at the embargo is placed against,! 
were suffering from a disease resem b-j 
ing he European chicken plague and 
so far as we are able to prove scien­ 
tifically this is believed to be the Eu­ 
ropean chicken plague. 
The length 
of the time of the em bargo is indefi­ 
nite”. 


ESCAPED CONVICT 
CAPTURED MONDAY 


Bloomfield, Dec. 16.— W. C. Sykes, 
alias Poley Rickman, captured by 
a 
sheriffs posse near here Monday a f­ 
te r a gun battle 
in 
which he was 
wounded three times, escaped from 
the Oklahoma .-date pneitentiary at 
M cAllister, Okla., where he was serv­ 
ing a life sentence for m urder, offic­ 
ers here were notified today. 
He es­ 
caped from the prison May 13. 
The fugitive, in addition, is a de­ 
serter from the United States arm y, 
according to officers. 
Sheriff Roscoe W alker, who led the 
posse in the search for the bandit, 
who Sunday night held up three men 
a t a water tank near Zeta, robbing 
them of $67 in cash, recognized the 
bandit when he was captured, as a 
private in Company M, 140th Infan­ 
try, during the war, a company 
in 
w-hich the sheriff was a sergeant. The 
officer said that Sykes deserted 
the 
arm y at Fort 
Sill, Ok'a., in 1917, 
a 
short tim e -before the regim ent was 
to be sent overseas. 
Sykes i-s a native of Poplar Bluff 
and was taken into the arm y at that 
place in 1917, authorities were told. 
A fter deserting h<- is believed to have 
led a crim inal life in Oklahoma, from 
which state he was sentenced to life 
im prisonm ent for 
murder. 
He was 
received 
at 
the prison 
A ugust 31, 
1923, and e,scaped in May, making his 
way back to this state in the summer. 
The bandit was sentenced to prison 
under the name 
of 
Sykes, with an 
alias of Rickman, and it was the la t­ 
ter name th at he was using in this 
county officers say.

vulged until today that he was w ant­ 
ed

prison authorities told 
officers here th a t 
Sykes was known 
as a "bad” man.

county and Sheriff W alker left today 
for thep rison with the man. 
Sykes was identified as the robber 
who held up Densey King, Oscar Hen­ 
ry and Young Cox 
near

tank at Zeta and robbed them.

GROWING SECRETLY 


Paris, Dec. 12.—The report of the 
Interallied 
Control Commission 
in 
Germ any is ready for submission. It 
will declare the Reich ha-; made it im­ 
possible to hand control of its arm a­ 
ment over to the League of Nations. 
The report will be made to the Coun­ 
cil of Ambassadors next week. 
The commission’s investigation wai 
to be final, so that control eould b* 
turned over to the league, w'hich both 
the English and the French wished.

wrou!d have been abolished, but its re- 
port will be a surprise. 
The report 
will doubtless !*• seized upon by con­ 
servatives in France to oppose reduc­ 
tion of arm am ents here, 
Some of

The commission reports Germany 
has not fulfilled a single item of the 
disarm am ent obligations 
under 
the 
treaty. 
The Reichswehr has m ain­ 
tained a headquarters organization, 
ha- developed a new offensive s tra ­ 
tegy and has increased the Reich-- 
wehl* forces surreptitiously to 290,000 
men. 
The treaty limit is 100,000. The 
arm y as it stands is a powerful offen­ 
sive 
weapon, 
with all manner

equipment including vast reserves of 
poison ga- the report says. 
The report declares artillery 
was 
found hidden at Kustrin and Koenigs- 
t erg. 
Munition factories have been 
working for the last two years and 
material ordered destroyed has only 
been hidden.

Burning bushes everywhere in the 
water!

patches of quivering 
phosphorescent light, some far under-

above it. 
Sporting fish* leaving

hind them trails of eerie green 
and 
yellow 
bubbles. 
Wriggling 
forms, 
leisurely winding themselves around 
glistening stems and stalks. 
As far 
as the <ye cun reach the sea is afire, 
alive, ghostly. 
The crew, aroused by the lookout’s 
cry, assemble on deck. 
They stand 
th ic horrified, and fascinated. 
Mcrning 
brings 
a hot sun, float­ 
ing in an ashen sky, which acts as a 
tent covering for the smooth, solid 
indigo iff the ocean. The ship is en­ 
tangled in sea growths, locked fast 
in an illimitable meadow of weeds - 
not solid enough to walk on, not thin 
. nough for even a small boat to cut 
through. 
Th» vessel drifts in a sluggish cur­ 
rent around and around 
in 
a single 
great circle, through and with debris: 
logs, planks, casks, half-decayed 
imal carcasses. 
On the second day a 
hip is sight­ 
ed. 
They Goat closer and closer to 
it; pass it slowly. 
Its scuppers are 
level with the surface of the morass; 
its prow is submerged; its masts are 
tilted at crasy angles. 
It is manned 
only by a heap of skeletons and whit­ 
ened bones, about

sponsored by the New York Zoologi­ 
cal Koch ty. 
Henry D. Whiton, president of the 
Union Sulphur Company, has granted 
to the expedition the use of his 280- 
foot, 2475-ton steamer, the A returns, 
which is now being refitted at Hobo­ 
ken with specially 
designed 
weed- 
proof propellers 
t-o enable it to cut 
through the ocean jungle safely. 
It 
will also be equipped with submarine 
windows in its lower sides and bot­ 
tom, through which scientific observa­ 
tions can be made. 
A novel ledge or 
passage will Ik* built around the ves­ 
sel just above the waterline. 
A prow 
platform resembling the cowcatcher 
of a locomotive will Ik installed and 
made lowerable to a point from which 
specimens can be scooped up as the 
ship proceeds.

be carried for work in shallow waters,

all known devices for deep-sea 
dredging will be taken 
along.

prepared for 
its journey into the real ocean wilder­ 
ness, will sail some time in January 
und remain in the Sargasso latitudes 
about s ix months. 
It will Ik* a tre­ 
mendous romantic adventure—altho’ 
officially

are strictly 
scientific, it being the ninth expedi­ 
tion of the society» 
department 
of 
tropical research. 
William Beebe already has achiev­

From his last voyage, to Ga­ 
lapag os, a lonely volcanic peak far

The Sargasso Sea has been avoid­ 
ed by mariners for generations—even 
after the advent of the stream-driven 
vessels. 
It« peculiar straw-colored seaweed 
thrives on its garbage-like nourish­ 
ment. 
It ha« lKM*n growing—expand­ 
ing—for hundreds of years; growing 
thicker and spreading more and more. 
What will be its end? 
Some scien­ 
tists have suggested that it will even­ 
tually dcca\ and turn into a great 
coal deposit, which may in the fuutre 
supply the world with all the fuel it 
needs. 
The findings of the present 
Beebe expedition may, then, among 
othe things, throw some light cn this 
interesting possibility.—K. C. Star.

bparrow Is blamed for 
Spreading New’ Disease 
A new’ count hu> been found in the 
Indictment against the English spar­ 
row. 
Not only Is he noisy, filthy, and 
pugnacious, but he sometimes harbors 
a parasite and spreads Infection to 
other birds. 
That this parasite may also affect 
chickens and turkeys, a fact which 
seems never to have been noted be­ 
fore, is reported by l>r. W. A. Riley 
of the division of entomology and 
economic zoology and Dr. H. C. H. 
Kernkamp of the division of veteri­ 
nary medicine, University of Minne­ 
sota, wdio examined infested chickens 
from a flock raised on the ghore of 
Lake Minnetonka and turkeys from a 
farm near Vlning, Ottertall county. 
The university men found that the 
fowls were infested with a parasitic 
worm which lives in tumors or cysts 
about the size of buckshot on the skin, 
these tumors being more numerous 
near the vent and extending up over 
the body and <>n the legs. 
While 
there is no evidence that the health 
of infested fowls will suffer materially, 
the presence of the tumors will un­ 
doubtedly lessen the market value of 
poultry. 
"The parasite has been known In 
Euroj>e for more than 100 years as oc­ 
curring in song birds and has been re­ 
ported a few times on wild birds in 
this country,” says Doctor Riley, "but 
was never known to be on poultry.” 


Keep Cabbage in Cellar 
at Proper Temperature 
Cabbage keeps best at a temperature 
slightly above freezing from 38 to 40 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
Many cellars are 
too warm for cabbage and when It is 
to be stored in large amounts the 
best method is the outside pit. When 
the cellar Is kept at the desired tem­ 
perature the best way of keeping the i 
cabbage in it is to bury the heads in 
boxes of sand. 
Only the good, solid 
heads should be stored. 
They should 
be pulled when they reach a good size 
but not left until very large. The late 
varieties should he stored as they 
keep better than others. 


Properly Prepared 
Poultry for Market 


Fowls Should Be Confined 
Few Days and Fed Mash. 


Poultry that are hastily caught up 
and taken to market before they are 
properly 
prepared 
f<»r 
market 
will 
prove unsatisfactory both to the dealer 
and consumer, according to O. A. Bar­ 
ton, poultry »peciullst of the North 
Dakota Agricultural college. 
“The poultry should be confined to 
close quarters and fed a wet mash of 
pancake batter for from ten days to 
two 
weeks,” 
he 
says. 
"Cockerels 
taken care of in this manner will show 
a gain of from 20 to 35 per cent and 
will be in much better market condi­ 
tion, thus demanding a better price. 
"Equal quantities of wheat, oats and 
corn or wheat, oats and barley, g-ound 
line and wet with either buttermilk 
or sour milk makes a good fattening 
ration. 
Use one pound of ground feed 
and two pounds of milk. If milk is not 
available, add 15 to 20 per cent of 
meat scraps or tankage to the ground 
feed and wet with water, using one 
and one-half pounds of water to one 
pound of ground feed. This should be 
fed three times daily, but only what 
will be consumed in ten to fifteen min 
utes. 
"If cull hens are not in good condi­ 
tion it is a good idea to feed them the 
same ration. 
Turkeys need to be 
grown out well before attempting to 
finish them for the market. Access to 
sour milk and dry math of the ground 
feed mentioned will help materially to 
develop the birds.”

Importance that m any crops not grown 
prim arily for this purpose may enter 
Into the ration.

lence and disposing econom ically of 
products that 
are otherw ise unmar­ 
ketable. 


Im part Bad Odor«. 


Like other succulent feeds, cabbage 
and potatoes may have u tendency to 
im part undesirable flavors und odors 
to the milk, sa y s the United States 
D epartm ent o f Agriculture, If fed un­ 
der certain conditions. 
T ests have 
been conducted by the departm ent to 
determ ine the extent to which these 
.crops affect the flavor of milk and 
how they may 
he fed and the milk 
handled so a* to m inim ise simh effeet. 
It w as found that on the averuge 
when dairy cow s consum e as much as 
14.3 pounds o f »abbage within one 
hour before m ilking time, abnormal 
and 
objectionable 
flavors 
are 
pro­ 
duced In the milk. 
An Increase In 
the amount of cabbage fed Intensifies 
these 
flavors. 
An 
average 
of

pouuds of cabbage may he consum ed 
Im m ediately 
after milking,

Don’t Force Pullets to 
Lay Eggs During Winter 


Now that the pullets are housed 
and laying It behooves us to consid­ 
er what w e are going to expect of 
them. 
U sually we know' what kind of 
breeding Is behind th ese pullets and 
w hether they can norm ally be expect­ 
ed to lay 100 eggs apiece or 180 or 
200. 
D uring the next year many per­ 
sons w ill get 20 eggs lets than the 
birds are bred to lay and som e w ill 
get or try to get 20 eggs more. 
T he 
supplying o f protein in correct pro­ 
portions Is a stum bling block to m any. 
Experience show s that 10 per cent 
meat (20 per cent o f tho m ash) 
is 
necessary and any m ore is detrim en­ 
tal. 
If m ilk is fed, cut down on the 
meat. 
Bloody eggs from pullets are 
usually a sign of forcing which w ill 
result In high m ortality. Late hatched 
pullets may have to he forced in order 
to get a w inter production, hut they 
are Injured for future years and for 
breeding both 
by la te developm ent 
and by forcing. 
T he moral is hatch 
early.— O. G. Krura, Poultry E xtension 
Specialist, Colorado A gricultural Col­ 
lege. 


Sweet Clover Should Be 
Turned Under This Fall 
Sw eet clover, In a field that Is to be 
used for corn next year, should be 
turned under this fall. 
T his w ill give 
the green plants tim e to start decaying 
and becom e Incorporated In the soil. 
If not turned under until spring, there 
w ill be so much m aterial that there 
will be a 
layer of it betw een the 
plowed soil and the subsoil interfer­ 
ing w ith the passage o f m oisture and 
plant food. 
This condition would be 
particularly unfavorable If the season 
should be dry. 
To facilitate turning 
It under, attach a No. 9 wire to the 
beam of each plow’ lettin g it extend 
back into the furrow 4 or 5 feet be­ 
hind the plow. 
T his method is very 
effective in getting all the growth un­ 
der the ground.

Sparrow Is Blamed for 
Spreading New Disease 


A new count has been found in the 
Indictment against the English spar­ 
row. 
Not only la he noisy, filthy, and 
pugnacious, hut he sometimes harbors 
a parasite and spreads Infection to 
other birds. 
T hat this parasite may also affect 
chickens and turkeys, a fact which 
seems never to hHve been noted be­ 
fore, Is reported by Iff. W. A. ltlley 
of the division of entomology and 
economic zoology and Dr. H. C. If. 
K em katnp of the division of veterl- j 
nary medicine. University of Mlnne- 
•ota. who examined infested chickens 
from a flock raised on the shore of 
Lake Minnetonka and turkeys from a 
farm near Vlnlng. Ottertall county. 
The university men found that the 
fowls were Infested with a parasitic 
worm which lives In tumors or cysts 
about the size of buckshot on the skin, '■ 
these tumors being more numerous 
near the vent and extending up over 
the body 
and on 
the legs. 
While 
j there Is no evidence that the health 
j of infested fowls will suffer materially, 
I the presence of the tumors will un­ 
doubtedly lessen the market value of 
poultry. 
"The parasite has been known In 
Euroi»e for more than 100 years as oc­ 
curring in song birds and has been re­ 
ported a few times on wild birds in ) 
this country,” says Doctor ltlley, "but 
was never known to be on poultry." 


Keep Cabbage in Cellar 
at Proper Temperature 
Cabbage keeps best at a tem perature 
slightly above freezing from 38 to 40 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
Many cellars are 
too warm for cabbage and when It Is 
to be stored In lar*c am ounts the 
best method is the outside pit. When 
the cellar Is kept at the desired tem ­ 
perature the best way of keeping the i 
cabbage In It is to bury the heads in 
boxes of sand. 
Only the good, solid 
heads should be stored. 
They should 
be pulled when they reach a good size 
but not left until very large. 
The late 
varieties should be stored 
as they 
keep better than others. 


Properly Prepared 
Poultry for Market 


Fowls Should Be Confined 
Few Days and Fed Mash. 


Poultry that are hastily caught up 
and taken to market before they are 
properly 
prepared 
for 
market 
will 
prove unsatisfactory both to the dealer 
and consumer, according to O. A. B ar­ 
ton, poultry sp« iul 1st of the North 
Dakota Agricultural college. 
"The poultry should be confined to 
close quarters an l fed a wet mash of 
pancake hatter for from ten days to 
two 
weeks," 
h* 
says. 
"Cockerels 
taken care of in this manner will show 
a gain of from 2o to 35 per cent and 
will be In much better market condi­ 
tion. thus demanding a better price. 
"Equal quuntltles of wheat, oats and 
corn or wheat, oat« and barley, p ’ound 
fine and wet with either buttermilk 
or sour milk makes a good fattening 
ration. 
Use one pound of ground feed 
and two pounds of milk. If milk is not 
available, add 15 to 20 per cent of 
meut scraps or tankage to the ground 
feed and wet with water, using one 
and one-half pounds of water to one 
pound of ground feed. 
This should be 
fed three times daily, but only what 
will be consumed In ten to fifteen min 
utes. 
"If cull hens are not In good condi­ 
tion It is a go<>d Idea to feed them the 
same ration. 
Turkeys 
need 
to be 
grown out well before attem pting to 
finish them for the murket. 
Access to 
sour milk and dry mash of the ground 
feed mentioned will help materially to 
develop the birds."

Mistake to I/eave Animals in 
Fields Until CropB Are 
Cleaned Up. 


A mi»tjike often made wh#n crop* 
are harvested b.v turning live stock 
In on tham Is to turn feadar stock 
Into tha field» and to leava tha ani­ 
mals there until the field* are an , 
tlraly clannad up of all feed 
At tits 
beginning of such a feeding period 
feed la relatively plentiful and tha 
stork makes soma gains In weight. 
Later, when tha animals should be 
on heavier feed, the supply of feed 
Is relatively scarce and It requires a 
lot of moving around for an animal to 
get enough feed to continue making 
a gain 
Sometimes animals come to 
a standstill or even lose weight on 
this account. 
Such a loss In weight 
la a double loss 
Let Stock Clean Up. 
A better plan where a whole crop 
la to he fed to live stock la to harvest 
the better p an of the crop and allow 
the atock to clean up the remainder; 
then, 
when this Is gone, feed the 
harvested part of the crop and avoid 
loalng any of the gains made from 
the cleanup of the field. 
Another way 
of harvesting a crop with live atock 
la to remove the fattening stock be­ 
fore feed becomes sen roe and replace 
them with other stock to clean up 
what the fattening stock has left. 
Water Is Essential. 
A readily avullnble supply of good 
drinking water Is also essential when 
atock Is used to harvest a crop. When 
a fattening animal has to walk a mile 
or so for a drink It won't always 
drink 
enough 
water, 
especially 
on 
cold, windy days 
it takes a lot of 
energy for a fat animal to walk any 
great distance and to produce this 
energy It 
r e q u ir e s feed, so a good 
water supply will save feed.—E. H.

Don’t Force Pullets to 
Lay Eggs During Winter 
Now that the pullet» are housed 
and laying it behooves us to consid­ 
er what we are going to expect of 
them. 
Usually we know what kind of 
breeding is behind these pullet» and 
whether they can normally he expect­ 
ed to lay 1*50 egg» apiece or 180 or 
200. 
I Hiring the next year many per- | 
sons will get 20 eggs less than the 
birds are bred to lay and some will 
get or try to get 20 eggs more. 
The 
supplying of protein in correct pro­ 
portions is a stumbling block to many. 
Experience shows that 10 per cent 
meat (20 per cent of the mash) is 
necessary and any more Is detrimen­ 
tal. 
If milk i» fed, cut dowu on the 
meat. 
Bloody eggs from pullet» are 
usually a sign of forcing which will 
result in high mortality. Late hatched 
pullet» may have to he forced in order 
to get a winter production, hut they 
are Injured for future years and for 
breeding both 
by late development 
and by forcing. 
The moral is hatch 
early.—O. C. Krum. Poultry Extension 
Specialist, Colorado Agricultural Col­ 
lege.

Emotions of love and hate, he <ie- 
clared. are responsible for the great­ 
er part of the crime of the »world, 
and in an explanation, declared that 
of all the crims committed by normal 
persons, most of them could be traced 
t» one of thise two outstanding emo 
tions. 
Judgt Kelly pointed out in the dis­ 
cus ion, which in\ lved the psychol­ 
ogy of crime, that an individual many 
times acts contrary to what he wants 
to do, and afterward* can give no ex­ 
planation.

and juries 
are governed sometime® by their emo­ 
tions, he explained. 
“I have been a liberal believer
